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DR. SCOTT DEAD. 



PrMldant Harrison's. Pathsr^ 
In-Law Passes Away. 
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Washington, Hot. 80.— Rev. John 
WUhsnpoon Soott, the tether-iiv-law of 
PrMldmt Harrison, died yesterday after- 
noon at ten iniiin'oH after 4 o'clock at 
the age of iiinety-tfiree j'ears. He died 
in Xlw t'xcciiiive mansion, where he. 
went with his <lHnghter and son-in-lnw 
when they made it th*-ir home. Dr. 
Scott's illxiflss was of short duration 
He went to Indianapohs with the party 
that accompanied Mrs. Harrison s ro- 
ma^. He bore the fatigae of the trip 
Tery well and retamed to Washington 
in his usual health. 

On Saturday, Nov. 12, he caught 
eold and was compelled to go to bed and 
place himself under the doctor's care. 
At 6 o'clock yesterday morning he was 
perfectly rational and held a short opn* 
vereatiou wi^h Lieutenant Parker, who 
had been sitting up with him. 

Throughout tiie day. until 3 o'clock, 
the family thought there was a chancn 
for his reoovory, Jbased upon the great 
vitality shown by him. At 2 o'clock 
Dr. Soott again oegan to decline and 
died at ten minutes past 4 o'clock. 
There were present at the bedside t'ue 
president, MrH. McKee, Mr. and Mrs. 
HQSsell Harrison, Lieutenant Parker 
•ad wife, Russell Scott, his grandson, 
and Dr. Hamliu, pastor of the Ohnrcli 
of the Covenant, of which Dr. Scott 
was a member. 

John W. Scott, the only surviving 
■on, and }b. McKee were the only 
UMmbers of the family absent. r,o- 
ten leftTlng the house Dr. Hamlin i>f- 
• fered prnrer in the library with the fam- 
ily. 

Fnneral serrioM will be held In the 
east l«om of the white House Thursday 
afternoon at ' o'dock. Dr. Hamlin witl 
ofBidate. 

The fnneral party will leave this city 
Thursday ev<>mng fcir Washington, Pa., 
where the body will be iutened Iridsy 
morning as requested by Dr. Scott, be- 
dde his wife, who was lmried.thera in 
and his son Captain Horace Soott, 
who died of o<nisnmpti(»i. Captain 
Soott served under General Harrison 
during the war. The funeral party wiil 
return at once to Washington. 

Judge Scott 'ftill not be able to atten*^ 
the fnneral, as he has just reached hu 
home, Seattle, Wash., after having at- 
tended the funeral of Mrs. Harrison. 
The death of Dr. Soott matkes the ninth 
that has oocnrred within the families 
and ^e atteadaatL of the ezsontive 
maniion aince the oommanoement of 
Pyoddent Harrison's administration. 
Time were tboee ot Mra. Pmden, wife 
of the eseontive derk. Major Pirnden; 
Mrs. Soott Lord, sister of Mrs. Harrison; 
Mrs. Halford, wife of Private Secretary 
Balford: the coachman, the lampUghter 
who had been employed in tb* White 
House for « quarter of a century; Prank 
A. Coz, the telegrapher; Mr^ Harrison; 
Captain Dlnamore, chief usher, and Dr. 
Soott 

Dr. Ghardner, the attending physiciau, 
says the immediate cause of death whs 
exoaustion, due to old age. He retired 
a week ago last night with a cold, and 
on Tuesday was unable to get up. The 
cold was followed by a low fever which 
greatly prostrated mm. When this had 
run its course a slight reaction and rally 
ensued on Thursday, lasting forty-eiglit 
topva. Saturday night there whs a 
torn for the worse and he rapidly «uiik 
iuUi a,lethargio state, vrith fitful periods 
of oonscionsness. Notwithstanding his 
. advanced age Dr. Scott had never been 
tiie victim of any organic disease, and 
aaUom required the Kervice8 of a physi- 
cian, and then only for a passing ail- 
ment, fie died because the maohinei y 
of his body was worn oat. 

Hev. John W. Soott, the father-in-law of 
President Harrison, was bom with the 
esntury, the date of 'his birth being Jan. 
n, 1800, litMe more than a month after the 
dsisth of George Washington. His boyhood 
waaqient in the vidiaity of Hookstown, 
Beaver county. Pa., where he was bom. 
His father was a well-to-do reald^t of that 
place and ga^e to his son a good education 
which hittumed to advantage in his future 
Ufe. He became A minister of thePrtsby- 
terlan ohozeh and dllsd seventt pqlplta 
acceptably, hat hi a ttm years his voce 
failed and he waa foroed gtolve npUa vo- 
cation. 

After teaching In several schools, among 
them the Hanover university, in Hanover 
oonnty, Ind., he established the Western 
Female seminary at Oxford, O. Here was 
dtuated Miami university where Ben- 
jamin Hift-rison received the finishing 
touches to his educatiou. Mr. Scott had 
five childi-en, three daughters, Mary, who 
died young; Elisabeth, who married lius 
sell Lord; Caroline, who married Benjamin 
Harrison, and two Konw, Henry M., and 
.fohn N Mr. Lord dii'd in Washington 
two years hko; the Hon Henry, is also dead, 
leaving John N. Scott as tb<k sole survivor 
of Dr. .Scott's children. 

DiirinK the time when Mr. Harrison was 
a l'nit»-<l States senator, Dr. .Scott was ap- 
poiuifd to a clerknhlp ixi the pension otHce, 
and he held tliis position until his son-in- 
law became president. He resigned then 
and moved to the VVliito House, where he 
has since resi<le(i. AL)<>ut a year ago he 
paid a visit of several mouths to his huh, 
John N. Scott, at Port Towusend, and 
stood the fatiguing journey across the 
continent without ill efTect. Dr. Scott 
watt a man of wondt rful i<li > -i< a! vij^dr, 
tall, broad chested uud vm'II prcwrvcd 
mentally. He used to say that he believiU 
he was in his prime at sixty. He waa sel- 
dom ill, but bad no regular rule of diet or 
exercise to keep him in good physical oon-

' Lick Obsfrvatory, Cal., '>^'ov. 30. - 
The Holmes comet has been observed 
here since Nov. 8 but the stormy weaUi- 
er has prevented ol*ervations every 
night of the pai t wet k. escept one. It.< 
pobition in the sky has been occuiHtely 
measured by Professor .Schoeberle wi'ii 
a meridian circle and by Professor Bar- 
nard with a twelve-inch telescope. Tho 
latter has dso secured a good photo- 
graph of the comet. Mr. Campbell has 
observed its spectrum visually and 
l^tographicallT with the great equa- 

The observations show t>iat in many 
re^'liects it is the most remarkable comet 
of recent years. 

</n Nov. H its diameter was one-sixth 
of the moon's liiameter. It was so 
sharply defined, rounded and dense that 
it resembled a planetary 7iebular. Near 
tlie ci jiter of the ball, called the coma, 
was the unusual nucleus slightly elon- 
gated. Divt-rgintt from *:he nucleus in 
the direction opposite the sun, wn- a 
den6'j tauk-like structure which conhi 
be traced up t.o the edge of the coma, 
and it was visible even beyond the edge 
when the bright coma was just outside 
the telescow. This structure was the 
tail of tho coi:i.'t in embryo, which has 
tiince increased considerably in length 
The spectrum of the comet Is lulque. 
All parts of it give a continuous spec- 
trum, but underlying there is certainly 
a trace of the green band, in which re- 
spect observations here differ from those 
reported from other observatories. 

The apparent size of the comet has 
continually increased until now it is 
about two-thirds the diameter of th » 
moon. It is (jnite diffused and elongated 
and has th(! appearauce of an ordinary 
comet. Tiiough it has grown larger 
it has also grown fdnter and is barely 
vi.sible to the unassisted eye. ('om- 
puters agree that it is not Biela's c tnet 
and that it is not close to nor approach- 
ing the earth. In fact, it is moving in 
an eclipse around the sun. Its orbit 
seems to lie entirely ontdde the orbit 
of Mars, and it can therefore never 
approach tis even as closely as Mars 
does. 

The meteoric ahower of Nov. 28 could 
not be seen here on account of donda.

In a mo- 
ment the cashier s courage returned and 
he and the clerk rushed out into the 
street after the robber*. The cashier 
had grabbed a pistd in the bank which 
he unmediatdy began firing at the 
fleeing thieves. 

The robbers retnmed his fire and the 
ezdiange of the ihota and the cries of 
Hntddnson and the deirtc eoon aroused 
the village, and almost Immediately a 
score of persons were In pursuit. About 
two squares from the bMik the robbers 
were captured.

OS in this country is the danger to wfaioh 
we are exposed. This is not very great. 
In the first place the fact of the exi»- 
tenoe of the disease Is known, and in. 
■QOh inatters to be forewarned is em- 
phatiooUjr to bo forearmed. 8Mnid,the 
period of incubation of cholera is rtry 
short, being from a few hours to three 
days. CJonseqnently sli'iuld any person 
infected board one of the ships coming 
here the disease would manifest itself 
before the arrival of the vessel. The 
adrantage of this is obrioos— q6 ressel 
could arrive hero with cholera on board 
without the quarantine physicians find- 
ing or hearing of cases. The outbreak 
of typhus wliich occurred in this city 
some months ago was produced by 
people who, owing to the long incub- 
ation 'of typhus, passed quarantine 
while apparently welL 

Of course the germs might come here 
in rags, but the chances that rags have 
of passing without ai-infection are ex- 
traordinarily small nowadays. As water 
and food are the carriers of the germs, 
it follows that these must be carefully 
watched shoold the disease find a lodg- 
ment here. It is most fortonata that 
the cholera bacillus can neither stand 
heat nor cold. A few days of Rh.irp 
frost will stamp an epidemic of tho dis- 
ease out. Forxl must l>e eaten while hot 
and fresh from the hre, and water in 
cholera- times must be boiled.— Cyrus 
Edsou, M. D.. in North American |le- 
view. '
